OMAHA, Feb., Oct. 1.—The county 


commissioners of Douglas county, in 
which Omaha is situated, have decided 
to submit to the people a proposition 
to voto 81,000,000 subsidy to a. company 
for the construction of a canal to 
bring water power to the city of Oma- 
ha.The water is .to be procured from the 
Platte river, some forty miles from 
Omaha, and from the Elkhorn river, 
some twenty miles from Omaha, and 
will be carried through a canal to a 
point near the city limits, where a fall 
amounting to 135 feet will be secured. 
At this point there will be developed 
24,000 horse power. At this point also 
an electrical 
plant will be estab- 


lished, and the power developed will 
be brought into Omaha and distributed 
to various parts of the city to large 
and small consumers as electric energy 
for operating motors. The people of 
Omaha are expected to vote these 
bonds by a large majority. The whole 
enterprise will cost four million dol- 
lars, and the company undertaking 
it is composed of the richest men in 
'Nebraska.

What shrewd fellows those British 


and German financiers are, Their fore- 
sight is simply marvelous. Here they 
are all on tho tiptoe of excitement over 
tho proposed Chinese and Japanese 
loans, and how 
they are rustling- 


around to get it on the ground floor. 
It is not an unexpected thing to thorn, 
but the excitement is due to the sud- 
den fulfillment 
of a long expected 


event, A systematic plan of enforcing- 
silver depreciation has been in opera- 
tion for a long time, and those who 
were directing it had the present con- 
dition of affairs in view all the time. 
Having- cheapened silver to the lowest 
notch, they loaded up with it in antic- 
ipation of the demand for silver money 
in case the Asiatic countries became in- 
volved in war. Having squeezed the 
silver market to the utmost, they then 
set about to precipitate the war, and 
how well they succeeded in both plans 
is a matter of recent history. The war 
is on and the demand for silver has set 
in. The indications ure that there is 
to be a silver boom, and the European 
bankers who have loaded up with the 
white 
metal 
during 
the 
silver 


depression arc now going to reap 
a rich 
harvest. 
It is 
confident- 


ly predicted 
in 
London financial 


circles that there is to bo a rapid ap- 
preciation in the value of silver. If 
the China-Japanese war is prolonged, 
and additional loans have to bo nego- 
tiated, silver will go soaring and will 
probably bring a premium. Its little 
yellow brother that has recently boon 
putting on autocratic airs will have no 
standing in the money market in com- 
parison with the white metal. Wo 
must remember that the Asiatic people 
are silver monometallists and that they 
greatly outnumber the gold monometal- 
lists. And in the near future they are 
to be tho principal buyers and borrow- 
ers, and we have to deal with them on 
their terms and not ours. They are 
.•>ot asking for gold in any quantity; 
they want silver, and they are going 
to get it wherever it is to be had. Gold 
is of very little account for domestic 
use in tho Asiatic countries. So far as 
this country is concerned, the chief 
beneficial effects of silver appreciation 
will be felt on the PaciHc coast. It 
will bo a wonderful stimulant to our 
mining industries, and before wo are 
hardly aware of it wo will have a tidal 
wave of prosperity sweeping over this 
section. If wo are to get back our olcl- 
tirne prosperity we will be in a humor 
to forgive the cruelty of the European 
money sharks, who have reduced this 
whole country to the verge of bank- 
ruptcy that they might have a chance 
to make u little pot on the Asiatic war.

Why Should We Walt?

bimetallism they will find that they 
build without a foundation. 
England 


will not favor bimetallism because her 
bondholders reap a greater profit from 
the gold standard.

England to the international confer- 
ence declare;! that England was im- 
movably and irrevocably fixed upon 
tho gold .standard, and that they came 
to the conference with instructions 
from their government not to give tho 
slightest encouragement that England 
would under any conceivable circum- 
stances co-operate with other nations 
in using silver upon equal terms witli 
gold, and ex-Chancellor Gosohen, gen- 
erally regarded as in favor of bimetal- 
lism, in a speech in ISill said: "The 
acceptance of bimetallism by this coun- 
try (England) I do not look upon as a 
practical possibility." He said that 
tho advantage which the gold standard 
gavo to England was that she could 
obtain money from other countries 
with which to prosecute her industries 
at the lowest rate of interest. 


We Am In » Visions Circle. 


In accounting for the monetary con- 


vulsions which succeeded tho radical 
change in the standard of value made 
in IS?:; by this country and the com- 
morcial nations of Europe, Lord l!ea- 
con.-itiold said, in an address delivered 
in Glasgow, on the occasion of his in- 
stallation as rector of the university of 
Glasgow: "Whon the various states of 
Europe suddenly resolved to have the 
gold standard, and took stops to carry 
it into effect, it was quite evident that 
wo must prepare ourselves for convul- 
sions in the. money market not occa- 
sioned by speculation or any old cause, 
but bv a' new cause with which we are 
not sufficiently acquainted, and the 
consequences of which arc very em- 
barrassing," In the monetary confer- 
ence held in Paris in 1S7S Chancellor 
Goschen said: "States are afraid to em- 
ploy silver because of its depression, 
and tho depression continues because 
the states refuse to employ it. We are 
in a vicious circle."

HANDY THING TO HATE. 


No House Should Be Without a 


Feather Duster Holder. 


Easily Mado if tho Instructions Given Be- 


low Are Carried Out—But a 


Cents Needed to Buy the 


material. 


The feather brush is as popular aa 


over as a useful ornament for a draw- 
ing-room, and there is, therefore no ex- 
cuse to be made for dust upon brackets, 
pictures or knickknacks of any sert. 
The holder shown here is, as seen from 
the sketch, by no means elaborate, and

most of the effect depends upon the 
colors and materials employed for it. 


Of course it is made up on a founda- 


tion of stout cardboard, which is cut 
into a diamond shape and used with 
one point uppermost, the brush being- 
slipped into a loop specially made for 
it. Cut a piece of moire, or of satin, or 
velvet, or plush, for the front, just 
about one-half inch larger all round 
than the cardboard. Cut also a band 
of buckram about two inches wide, 
and three inches long-er than will 
stretch acrose the diamond horizontal- 
ly from point to point. Cover this buck- 
ram with plu^i or velvet to accord with 
the rest of the covering, and line the 
middle of this band with a scrap of 
silk; the ends need not be thus lined. 
Sew a number of little imitation gems, 
or large spangles, at equal distances 
along the center of this band, and add 
some small pompons or drops of some 
kind to the lower edge. Lay this band 
across the center of the satin from 
point to point, sew it down firmly at 
each end from the wrong side, but 
leave the exact middle of the band 
slack so that the handle of the brush 
will slip easily into it. The reason for 
lining the middle part of the band is 
now obvious. 


Now stretch the satin very tightly 


over the cardboard, drawing the raw 
edges together on the wrong side with 
lacing stitches of strong thread. He 
careful to get the band in the middle 
quite straight, for the holder will be 
anything but ornamental if this is 
crooked. It is as well to add the cord 
round the edges below the band, the 
bow at the tip of tho point, and the ring- 
to hang the holder up by, before lining 
the back neatly with sateen or a piece 
of plain silk. 


It is quite possible to make up the 


feather brush itself at home, if the 
worker is anxious for the whole tiling 
to bo of her own workmanship, or if 
she happens to have a number of fancy 
feathers that she would like to use up. 
A "turned"'stick is needed, which may 
cither be gilded or enamelled. 
Take 


tho shortest of the feathers and arrange 
them with the tips downward round the 
lower edge of tho stick. Tio them firmly 
in place with some fine twine, and glue 
this well to prevent it from coming un- 
tied. 
Add a second set of feathers 


rather longer than tho others, and se- 
cure them also with fine frusne, gluing 
this as before. Continue this until the 
brush is full enough, and hide the ends 
of the last set of feathers with a "sugar- 
paper" shaped piece of velvet, secured 
here and there with a touch of glue, and 
having a band of wide gdld braid tacked 
round the upper edge to hide the place 
where the velvet and stick meet. The 
lower edge of the velvet should be van- 
dyked. It is a good plan to use kid or 
leather instead of velvet, and there 
should be no difficulty In getting this 
of a good and suitable color, as many 
book-binders will dispose of scraps left 
over from their own work. 


Mats for the Table. 


It is too bad to have one's polished 


tables and stands covered with little 
rings where a vase has stood and the 
water has overflowed. There is no 
need of this, either. Everybody should 
have on hand an abundant supply of 
these mats. These need not be obtru- 
sive in design. In fact, no one wants 
any more the elaborate confection that 
were once wont to call attention to 
their crocheted splendors in our draw- 
ing rooms. Make the latter-day vase 
mats of small rounds of olive-green 
felt, preferably not ornamented at all 
except for a "pinked" border. No one 
will notice them, but they will keep

HAT PIN CUSHIONS. 


Two Pretty Designs Which Can Be Made 


at Small Cost. 


In these clays when hat pins are as 


much of a fad and of a necessity with- 
al~, as stick pins, it is desirable that ap- 
propriate receptacles be provided for 
them in order that .they shall not mar 
the dainty toilet cushion with their 
huge perforations. Where a suspended 
cushion seems most convenient the al- 
ways attractive little Japanese doll 
may be utilized. Choose one with a 
head measuring six inches in circum- 
ference. To dress one, as shown in 
Fig 2 in the illustration, fold a half- 
yard of three-inch ribbon together and 
crease it to designate the bottom of 
'the cushion. Sew thirteen small gilt 
spangles along the bottom, with a gilt 
bead in the middle of each to fasten it 
on. Overhand the sides of the ribbon 
to within an inch and a half of the op- 
posite end; stuff with hair or wool and 
fasten it around the doll's neck. A 
half yard of the same ribbon is cut in 
two and folded lengthwise for the 
sleeves; overhand, turn in the ends at 
tho bottom, and attach to the dress" at 
the shoulder. Now take a yard and a 
quarter of half-inch ribbon, fasten it 
over the shoulder and tie about the 
waist with bow and ends in front, al- 
though the really Japanese lady al- 
ways wears her sash ends behind, 
neatly tucked up into a sort of roll or 
cushion. A loop of this same ribbon is 
fastened to the belt in the back to sus- 
pend the cushion by. Decorate the 
sleeves 
and 
shoulder straps with 


spangles and beads, and'finish with a 
fringe of the beads. Letter on the 
skirt "Hat Pins" in gilt, forming the 
letters to look as much like Japanese 
characters as possible. 


The standard cushion shown in Fig. 


1 requires a bit of thin cardboard, five 
by nine inches, for the sides of the

foundation, and a circular piece two 
and a half inches in diameter for the 
bottom. Cover these with any pretty 
scrap of silk or plush, fitting the out- 
side snugly about the cardboard, which 
you have sewn in a cylinder; sew in a 
piece three and a half inches in diam- 
eter for the top, leaving an aperture 
through which you may stuff the cush- 
ion, rounding up the top. If all your 
toilet appointments arc white, cover 
this with a ruffle of lace of fine dotted 
Swiss, and tie at the top with bows 
and loops of narrow ribbon. — American 
Agriculturist.

MARINE CURRENTS. 


New Instruments Showing Bow They Bo- 


ffin and Are Maintained. 


The marine g-lobe, an "apparatus to 


produce currents similar to sea cur- 
rents," consists of a glass globe, under 
the interior wall of which are con- 
structed the massive outline of conti- 
nents and tho hollows of sea basins. 
The bottom of tlio sea consists of an 
interior sphere, concentric with the 
one of glass, moving on a vertical axis 
and worked by a gearing. 
The sea 


basins are filled with water, contain- 
ing particles of sterine in suspension, 
which render all its movements visible. 
The exterior of the apparatus does not 
differ much from that of a geographi- 
cal globe. 


When tho movable globe turns upon 


itself, 
says 
the 
Cosmopolitan, the 


water is seen to.; start. 
From both 


extra-tropical regions 
it 
advances, 


along the sea bottom, toward the 
equator; there the two curre'nts, from 
the north and from the south, meet, 
and together rise to the plane of the 
great circle; reaching the surface in a 
stream that occupies the equatorial 
belt of the oceans, the waters pour 
southward and northward of their line 
of emergence; then, almost immediate- 
ly borne toward the west, they produce 
in their course all the secondary cur- 
rents which are formed by the outlines 
of the shores and the shapes of the sea 
bottoms. 


Through the transparent glass one 


can follow the movements of the liquid 
mass and get a better idea of sea cur- 
rents than from the finest map. For 
the best specimens of hydrography 
seem only dead-letter compared with 
these real, moving currents, emerging, 
advancing on tho surface, then disap- 
pearing in the depths of these minia- 
ture oceans, the capacity of which ia 
scarcely more than a few glasses oi 
water. 


This apparatus is both a useful play- 


thing for children and an object of 
serious thought for students. 
Every 


young geographer in our 
primary 


schools would delight to follow with 
his eyes, on this little artificial world, 
the marvelous evolutions of the water 
of the oceans; every earnest investi- 
gator into tho phenomena of nature 
would be surprised at the facts re- 
vealed by this simple instrument, and 
would perhaps be disposed to question 
tho value of certain notions on the phys- 
ics of tho globe, which till now lie haa 
held without questioning. 


The marine globe would facilitate 


the teaching of geography, so far as 
the sea currents are concerned, and the 
modifications these effect in climate, 
regardless of latitude; it may also aid 
navigation, and furnish hydrography 
with valuable data for the coordinat- 
ing and completing of the experimental 
study of marine currents, their origin, 
their mutual relations, their tempera- 
ture, their fauna, etc. 
Finally, it 


seems to me; it may promote the 
science of physics, because it is, as con- 
corns the liquid clement, the material 
demonstration of this hypothesis which 
led to its construction: "The liquid 
element enveloping the solid nucleus 
of the terrestrial g-lobe, being set in 
motion by diurnal rotation, receives 
from this an impulse, which, modified 
by the outlines of continents, pro- 
duces, in nearly all their details, the 
currents of the sea,"

Ditties That Are Sung to Lighten Heavy 


Labor. 


When the ricks are thatched, when 


the labor money is paid, when the plow 
has turned up the soil carpeted with 
grass and stubble, and the harvest- 
moon has risen and lived her short but 
g-loriously golden career, then comes the 
harvest home and the harvest song. In 
England, says the Gentleman's Maga- 
zine, we have theharvest sermon in the 
village church, the supper in the barn, 
interspersed with many a jest and 
many a song; and it is of these same 
songs, so typical of rustic life, that I 
am going to speak. In those countries 
where tho vine is-cultivated there is no 
end to the merriment which follows 
the anxious days of moissoimge. The 
fruit is gathered, the winepress trod, 
the vintage bouquets put together and 
presented to the ladies connected with 
the wine farm, and all the time there 
is a perfect festival of song, simple and 
bright and full of harmony. 


In Tuscan}', in France, in Germany, 


and in Russia, there are numbers of 
harvesting songs, all more or less full 
of poetry, and instinct with charming 
melody; therefore we should like to 
think that our own country is not far 
behind in this matter of harvest sing- 


ing, 
although the gleanings are not 


associated with the romance of the 
grape. Unfortunately, harvest suppers, 
and harvest songs with them, are dy- 
ing out, and the sooner we preserve 
any glamour of characteristic humor or 
pathos they may have owned the bet- 
ter. 


As the sailors' chanties were used to 


lighten the labor of hauling and heav- 
ing before the clays of the steam winch 
und patent capstan, so were the har- 
vesters' song-s required to help the 
reapers aud the gleaners in the times 
when tho sickle had not even given 
place to tho broad hook, much less to 
Lhc machine. The harvest supper was 
always an occasion for the singing of 
good, old-fashioned songs, of which 
each mau had his 
own repertoire, 


which lie gave untiringly year after 
3'ear. Such standard works as "John 
Barleycorn," "CarrionCrow,"and "The 
Farmer's Boy" are, or rather were, an 
indispensable part of the harvest-home 
supper.
